1 . The present application, U.S. Serial No. 09/21 1 ,297, is a continuation of U.S. Serial No. 
08/880,855, filed June 23, 1997, which is a continuation-in-part of U.S. Serial No. 08/842,842 filed April 16, 1997, 
which matured to U.S. Patent No. 5,843,678 on December 1, 1998. 

2. On June 4, 1999, patent interference no. 104,336 was declared between Boyle (junior 
party) and Gorman et al. (senior party). The involved patents and applications for junior party Boyle were U.S. 
Patent No. 5,843,678 and U.S. Serial No. 08/880,855, 

3. Two counts were included in interference no. 104,336. The claims corresponding to 
count I were Claims 1-15 of the '678 patent, which corresponded to Claims 3, 14-21 , 25, 29, 30, 34, 35 and 36 of the 
'842 application and are directed to polypeptides. The claims corresponding to count II were Claims 1 , 2, 4-7, 9-15 
and 37 in the '855 application and are directed to nucleic acids. 
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4. On June 28, 2000, The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences granted a request by 
junior party Boyle requesting entry of adverse judgment. Accordingly, the Board awarded priority as to both counts 
in interference against junior party Boyle. A copy of this judgnnent is attached hereto as Exhibit A. 

5. In the present application, Applicant has cancelled Claims 1-36 of the '855 application 
without prejudice and added Claims 37-47 directed to an antibody composition. 

Applicant requests consideration of this information by the Examiner.
